A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone Interview with regard to an application must be made of record In the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the Interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview witii an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at tiie rnten/iew as 
wanranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .111 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants urged that it can not be certain that the disclosd protein 
will kill T-cells or induce apoptosis in reactive T-cells as claimed protein. Examiners pointed out that the dislosed 
protein is derived from the identical nematode, Necator, americanus, having a mol. wt. of less than 12 kD (i.e. 1 1kD). 
Therefore, it appears that the disclosed protein will inevidentably possess the same activity to kill T-cells as the claimed 
protein. Applicants urged that killing T-cells suppresses immune activity whereas the disclosed protein induces 
immunity. Examiners pointed out that killing T-cells and inducing immunity by creating antibodies are two different 
mechanisms and one occurring does not prevent the other from occurring. The disclosed protein if injected in an 
animal will create antibodies and induce immunity. Examiners suggested to Applicants that they provide evidence from 
tests showing that the claimed protein does not produce antibodies when injected in a host to provide immunity to a 
parasitic nematode as disclosed by the cited reference. Applicants' Representative indicated that he will consult with 
inventors to determine whether such evidence can be provided and may file RCE with such evidence if can be 
provided. 
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
